leased the  Academy's  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  im- 
mediate use  of  the  polio  vaccine. 
First  and  second  grade  children 
in  the  nation's  schools  are  sched- 
uled to  receive  the  vaccine  with- 
out charge,  through  the  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paral- 
ysis. Recognizing  the  insufficient 
commercial  supply  and  the  needs 
of  certain  age  groups  and  cate- 
gories, the  Academy's  advisory 
resolution  reads: 

(J  I  While  commercially  available 
polio  vaccine  remains  in  limit- 
ed supply,  physicians  are 
urged  to  reserve  the  vaccine 
for  pre-lirst  grade  children 
ovei  one  year  of  age;  for 
school  children  in  grades 
three  through  eight  and  for 
pregnant  women. 

(L'»  The  public  be  informed  of  the 
temporary  need  for  voluntary 
control. 

(3)  The  local  community  be  alert- 
ed to  the  need  for  providing 
some  method  whereby  vac- 
cine can  be  made  available 
for  those  in  the  priority 
groups  but    unable   to  pay. 

Fire  Report.  Princeton  lire- 
men,  who  have  known  weeks  to 
pass  without  hearing  a  general 
alarm,  last  week  were  on  the 
move  once  every  48  hours.

While 
hundreds  of  acres  burned  in 
northern  New  Jersey,  much  smal- 
ler but  time-consuming  fires  dot- 
ted  the  Princeton  countryside.

The  alarm  that  followed  im- 
mediately hrought  firemen  to  the 
three-storj  yellow -brick  Branch 
Building,  in  whieh  Leonard',  De- 
partment  Store  at  29  Witherspoon 
Street  was  "a  sea  of  flame.  "
